30. (New) The method of claim 21, where the metabolic disorder induced by treatment 
with an HIV protease inhibitor is selected from the group consisting of insulin resistance, 
hyperglycemia, diabetes, ketoacidosis, lipodystrophy, and hypertriglyceridemia. 

3 1 . (New) The method of claim 2 1 , further comprising administering a therapeutically 
effective amount of an additional form of treatment for insulin resistance, hyperglycemia, 
diabetes, ketoacidosis, lipodystrophy, or hypertriglyceridemia. 

32. (New) The method of claim 31, wherein the therapeutically effective amount of the 
additional form of treatment when administered in combination with a compound of the 
invention is less than the amount of the additional form of treatment that would be 
therapeutically effective if delivered to the patient alone. 

33. (New) The method of claim 31, wherein the additional form of treatment is insulin. 

34. (New) The method of claim 33, wherein the therapeutically effective amount of 
insulin when administered in combination with a compound of the invention is less than the 
amount of insulin which would be therapeutically effective if delivered to the patient alone. 
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35. (New) The method of claim 3 1, wherein the additional form of treatment is an 
insulin analog, 

36- (New) The method of claim 35, wherein the therapeutically effective amount of 
insulin analog when administered in combination with a compound of the invention is less 
than the amount of insulin analog which would be therapeutically effective if delivered to the 
patient alone. 
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
